Few resolution makers weigh in

Fitness gyms expecting to tie into long lists of new 
year’s resolutions were disappointed this month as 
fewer members signed up. 

January is typically one of the busiest months for fit¬ 
ness centres as people look to start the year off on a 
good note. 

Not so this month, say local fitness centres. 

“January we usually boom...but so far we are down in 
numbers by 25 or 30 per cent," said Julie Jensen, owner 
of Curves. 

She wonders if the recession has spilled over into 


2010, making people as wary as ever in where they 
invest their dollars. 

The gym has seen six new members since January 1, 
though even before then numbers seemed shy. 

“I think 2009 was a harder year than usual for us 
and.. all gyms,” Jensen said. 

“I know that some gyms were scared because mem¬ 
bership started to drop and considered closing." 

Heather-Ashley Mesher, a trainer at Journey’s Fitness 
in Didsbury, said she has also seen fewer members walk 
in this year - new or regular. 

Fourteen residents have signed up to tone up and trim 
down since early January and she hopes those numbers 
are just the beginning. 


“We haven’t seen the amount of people we’d hoped 
for...but maybe they are still saving their money and 
will come later on," Mesher said. 

According to the Alberta Fitness Leadership 
Certification Association (AFLCA), Didsbury gyms 
aren’t the only ones seeing dwindling clientele. 

Across the province, fitness centres are reporting that 
‘resolutioners’ aren’t coming out in the droves they usu¬ 
ally do, says Katherine MacKeigan, director of AFLCA. 

“No one knows why exactly, but there are a lot of 
guesses: popularity of boot camps and dance classes, 
recession, home gym equipment,” she said. 

“We know there must be money out there, it’s just 
going somewhere else.” 
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Course curbs bar violence 

All bar staff trained

Servers in Didsbury are 
keeping closer watch over 
patrons this year as part of 
renewed efforts to curb 
bar violence and over¬ 
consumption of alcohol. 

Since January 1, staff at 
bars and restaurants have 
been required to take 
mandatory training that 
educates them about when 
to cut patrons off. 

The idea is to curb 
liquor-induced rowdiness 
that has become common¬ 
place outside of lounges, 
said Neil Hoffman, 
spokesperson for Alberta 
Liquor and Gaming 
Commission. 

“Bar fights used to be on 
the front of newspapers, 
but they seem to happen so 
often now that they are 
stuffed in the back pages,” 
he said. 

“We are hoping this pro¬ 
gram helps servers look 
for signs of intoxication 
and cut patrons off before 
they get to the point where 
they want to cause vio¬ 
lence." 

All employees except for 
kitchen staff are required 


to take the course, where 
previously only one staff 
member per shift had to 
have training. New 
employees have 30 days 
from their start date to 
complete the course. 

The mandatory require¬ 
ment is the latest in a list of 
rules created in response 
to growing concerns in the 
serving industry about 
patron behaviour. 

Two years ago, bar goers 
could no longer get happy 
hour specials after 8 p in. 
and their drinks were limit¬ 
ed to two after 1 am. Bars 
also had to follow mini¬ 
mum drink prices regulat¬ 
ed by the commission. 

Jacqueline Gamble, 
owner of All Jacked Up 
Bar and Grill doesn’t mind 
the rules and says the 
mandatory training is espe¬ 
cially welcomed. 

She has always been 
tough on her staff to moni¬ 
tor customer intake and 
many are experienced 
enough to know how to 
curb rowdiness. 

But there is nothing 
wrong with a refresher 
course, she said. 

“You want waitresses to 
have it...because it 
reminds them that there is 


more responsibility in 
serving than handing over 
drinks," she said. 

Her staff has already 
taken the nuuidatory ses¬ 
sion and from this point

on, Gamble will likely only 
hire servers with the 
certification. 

Amy Bales, a bartender 
at JD’s lounge, is also sup¬ 
porting the training. 

She thought she knew all 
she could about serving 
spirits when she took the 
online course years ago. 

“1 thought it’d be a little 
(redundant) but 1 discov¬ 


ered things I didn’t 
know...like that 1 could be 
held liable,” she said. 

“I had no idea and it def¬ 
initely has made me more 
careful in not over-serving 
someone.” 

Being informed also 
seems to be keeping her 
patrons in check, Bales 
added. 

“It’s like they have a 
bylaw officer looking over 
their shoulder...they won’t 
push their limit because 
they know I have been 
taught to judge how much 
a person can drink and 
how to deal with them if 
they start to act up." 

Since 200(5, when the 
training program was first 
established the liquor com¬ 
mission has seen 71,000 
bar staff cert ified. 

Inspectors will continue 
to check up on liquor 
establishments to make 
sure staff have the now 
mandatory certification 
cards. Fines will be levied 
or licences lost if bars, 
restaurants and lounges 
have unqualified servers. 

“We don’t really expect 
any problems. This was a 
recommendation made by 
the liquor industry after 
all,” Hoffman said.

Military mission

Last week Prime Minister 
*** **• Stephen Harper reaffirmed his 
government’s decision to with- 
draw Canadian soldiers from 
Afghanistan by the end of 2011. 

Ml’s have already voted, 
split decision, to end Canada’s 
eight-year combat mission to the war-worn coun¬ 
try, a nulitary mission involving about 2,500 troops, 
most based around Kandahar. 

"We will not be undertaking any kind of activity 
that requires a significant military force protection, 
so it will become a strictly civilian mission,” said 
Harper. 

Since the military mission began in 2002, 138 
Canadian soldiers have been killed and hundreds 
more wounded. 

Whether announcing well beforehand that 
Canada’s military deployment is ending will end up 
giving more comfort to the families of Canada’s sol¬ 
diers or to the Taliban insurgents and their terror¬ 
ist network backers remains anyone’s guess. 

On one hand, there’s no question that confirming 
the end of the military mission 24 months in 
advance will ensure Conservative candidates won’t 
be forced to fight the next federal election cam¬ 
paign with the spectre of more Canadian casualties 
hanging over their heads. 

Specifically, Harper will be able to argue that he 
has protected the lives of Canadian soldiers by 
pulling them out of harm’s way, at least the harm 
they currently face from Taliban bullets and road¬ 
side bombs. 

On the other hand, essentially announcing the 
end of a war that hasn’t been won and placing the 
burden of protecting the fledgling Afghanistan 
democracy in the hands of other countries makes 
some very big assumptions. 

That is, does ending the military mission before 
the Afghanistan government is even capable of pro¬ 
tecting its own people not play directly into the 
hands of the terrorists? Won’t the Taliban now be 
able to ‘wait out’ the Canadians, biding their time 
until our soldiers leave and then simply seizing 
control of the vacated areas? 

“No matter what differences people have on the 
mission, everybody agrees that the mission has the 
purpose to ensure that Afghanistan does not return 
to being a failed state that is an incubator of terror¬ 
ism,” said Harper. 

father the mission to Afghanistan, with its pur¬ 
ported goal of protecting human rights, specifical¬ 
ly the rights of Afghan women and girls, and deny¬ 
ing it as a base for terrorists, is worth pursuing or 
it isn’t. 

With that said, the big question for Mr. Harper 
remains, how does quitting the war before it is won 
help to ensure t he worthy goals of Canada’s mili¬ 
tary mission are accomplished in the end? 

And in any event, judging by the ongoing bomb¬ 
ings and shootings in Afghanistan, anyone who 
thinks that Canada’s military mission has already 
been accomplished is fooling himself.

A Commitment to rural mail

It's part of the fabric of every com¬ 
munity in Canada - mral or urban, vil¬ 
lage or metropolis. Canadians cher¬ 
ish their access to mail service - 
whether it's to their doorstep, at the 
roadside, or local post office. 

Rural Canadians know that Canada 
Post is the most consistent and reli¬ 
able means of communication, par¬ 
ticularly in rural areas where high¬ 
speed internet access is far below 
national average. 

It's not just that mail service is an 
essential part of the economic devel¬ 
opment of rural communities. 
Canadians love their mail service. It's 
part of who we are and how we stay 
connected with family and loved 
ones. 

Postal service to rural regions of 
the country is an integral part of 
Canada Post's universal service, and 
the government has a role to play in 
assuring this service is met. 


Unfortunately, the Conservative 
government does not understand this 
responsibility, despite the efforts of 
Liberal Members of Parliament to 
bring their constituents' messages of 
discontent to their attention. 

Since 2(X)(i, however, many rural 
Canadians have lost or have had their 
rural mail services taken away. By 
doing nothing to stop the elimination 
of these services, the Conservative 
government has contributed to a 
growing divide between urban and 
rural Canada. 

The Liberal Party of Canada 
believes that Canadians have the 
right to an equal service regardless of 
where in the country they live, and 
that mral Canadians who live in rural 
areas deserve the same quality of 
mail service as urban centres. 

That's why this week, along with 
the members of the Liberal Rural 
Caucus, we announced legislation to 
amend the Canada Post Act and cre¬ 
ate a Rural Canadian Postal Service 
Charter. 


As part of this Charter, Liberals 
would place a moratorium on the clo¬ 
sure of rural post offices and restore 
mral roadside mail service that was 
in place as of September 2005. 

We also want to improve Canada 
Post's community consultation and 
complaint resolution processes, so 
that service changes are flagged for 
Canadians six months in advance 
and customer concerns are 
addressed and resolved in a fair and 
timely manner. 

This is an important step Liberals 
want to take as part of a reinvigorat- 
ed strategic approach at the federal 
level for ensuring mral Canadians 
can eiyoy a quality standard life. 

Because raising our families in sus¬ 
tainable rural communities means 
our services - even picking up the 
mail - should never be second-rate.

Program goes way of the dinosaur

Didsbury Review 

The Royal Tyrrell Museum is 
parking its outreach program this 
year after nearly a decade on the 
road. 

The mobile unit - which tours to 
communities in B.C. and Alberta 
each winter - teaches children 
about the history of dinosaurs 
through puzzles, games and crafts. 

It’s saved schools from making 
the field trip to Drumheller, though 
this is the last year it will be able to 
do so. 

The program’s sponsor, Shell 
Canada, hasn’t renewed its con¬ 
tract because of rising costs, said 


Megan McLauchlin, science educa¬ 
tor at the Royal Tyrrell Museum. 

To fill the gap, the museum plans 
to offer long distance learning to 
schools with video conferencing 
equipment. Tapping into screen-to- 
screen programs isn’t the same as 
offering hands-on teachings, but it 
was the best alternative, 
McLauchlin said. 

The last outreach tour will make 
16 rounds to schools this January, 
including Ross Ford on January 14. 

Janet Gole, a Grade 4 teacher at 
the school, said her students are 
bubbling with excitement. 

“They love anything to do with 
dinosaurs and fossils, so this is 
really great," she said. 


“But I didn’t know this was the 
last time it was going to come 
here...this is our first time having 
the outreach program and I would 
have liked to see it again.” 

Gole said the school only allows 
one field trip for students each year 
and the Tyrrell Museum doesn't 
always make the cut - especially 
because it’s farther away than other 
attractions such as the Telus World 
of Science. 

Having it come to the classroom 
saves Gole from having to make 
tough choices and her students, 
from long travel. 

“Perhaps another company will 
sponsor this in the future..." she 
added. 
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Flu precautions still urged 




The province Ls urging Allkertans to get vaccinated, even as 
restrictions in faith communities and long-term care facili¬ 
ties an’ l>eing lifted 

Officials at Allterta Health Services saw the number of 
pandemic flu cases dn>p nationally by almost 40 per cent 
since outbreaks |>eaked late November. 

As a result, the medical suj>erboard has called off restric- 
tions held in place by organizations like St. Anthony’s 
Catholic Church and Asjten Ridge I/Klge since last fall. 

“But by no means are we done with influenza for the sea¬ 
son.. this jast means t hat the level of activity is lower in the 
community," said Dr. Judy MacDonald, deputy medical offi¬ 
cer of health for the Calgary zone. 

She has seen Allx'rtans grow lax in lining up for the vac¬ 
cine or practising handwashing and said the flu could hit the 
province with a third wave if people are not more careful. 

Claude Baril, ix'rmanent deacon for St. Anthony’s Catholic 
Church, said despite the lack of bans, parishioners are still 
being cautious about catching the pandemic flu vints. 

In Septomlter the church drained a basin of holy water to 
prevent the spread of germs and called off practices like 
shaking hands in the gesture of peace or drinking the bltxxl 
of Christ front a common chalice. 

“There are people who wonder if we lifted these restric¬ 
tions too soon.. .and there are people who are still not prac¬ 
tising things because they are worried about catching the 
flu,” Baril said. 

He’s noticed some parishioners who continue to bump 
knuckles instead of shaking hands and who bypass the com¬ 
mon chalice. 

Jeannette I^eailoor, manager of Asjx’n Ridge Lodge, is 
noticing a different reaction after restrictions were lifted. 
Residents and staff seem less anxious and fearful about get¬ 
ting sick. 

The ltxlge lifted its ban on large group events and tours of 
children for the first time in seven months, last December. 

Since May 2009, groups of children under the age of 11 
have been barred from visiting the lodge, for fear they could 
spread illness to vulnerable seniors. 

“None of our measures are in effect and I think we feel 
comfortable with that. We trust Alberta Health Services has 
their finger on the pulse of what’s h;ip|X'ning with infec-

tions,” Leafloor said. 

Since the out break began last April, 69 people have died in 
Alberta and 416 across the country. 

The province has doled out 1.2 million immunizations, 
with 50,000 in the Calgary zone.

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Spirit urged for Olympic flame arrival

Short but sweet. 

That’s what organizers of local Olympic Torch Relay 
celebrations are hoping they can say after the arrival 
of the cross-country tour by the Olympic flame this 
weekend. 

Both Bowden and Olds will have a brief visit by the 
Vancouver-bound flame on Saturday morning and local 
organizers in both communities are hoping that resi¬ 
dents will rise early in the a.m. to greet the eternal 
symbol of the Olympic games. 

“We really want people to come down and cheer (the 
torchbearers) on," said Leon Durand, co-chair for 
Uptowne Olds, the group charged with organizing a 
welcome for the flame. 

“I think it could be a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
because we may or may not see it ever again in Olds," 
he added. 

This year’s tour marks the second appearance for the 
flame, having stopped in Olds as part of the 1988 
Calgary Olympics torch relay. 

According to the relay schedule the torch will be 
arriving in Olds at 8:17 a.m. and departing by 8:38. The 


run will start at the town office heading west down 
Hwy 27 and turning south on 50th Avenue. Local resi¬ 
dents Dave Harris and Dan Wourms will have the hon¬ 
our of carrying the flame through the community. 

As part of the celebrations the organizers will be 
handing out free tuques and flags to people who attend 
the event while a number of banners will be hung from 
light standards to welcome the relay runners. There 
will also be a 16-foot Olympic banner for residents to 
sign that will be hung in the Sports Complex after the 
relay. 

A tent will also be set up in the Alberta Treasury 
Branch parking lot featuring free hot chocolate, coffee 
and Timbits. There will also be displays featuring luge 
and skeleton sleds from Canada Olympic Park in 
Calgary with hopes a bobsleigh will also be part of the 
setup, along with various items from Olympic sponsor 
RBC. 

There will also he displays featuring past Olympic 
paraphernalia and other local torch runners from past 
relays as well as the current one. 

Organizers have also reached out to all the Chinook’s 
Edge schools for a judged banner competition. The top 
banner in each of three categories - kindergarten to 
Grade 4; Grade 5 to Grade 8; Grade 9 to Grade 12 - will 


be rewarded with a pizza party. 

Durand said a lot of work has gone on behind the 
scenes in a very short time considering the business 
group began working on the details just before the 
busy Christmas season. 

“We found out about it very, very late,” he suggested. 
“And before Christmas it’s tough to get a bunch of 
retailers together to organize something.” 

Preceding the Olds event, the torch will be making 
its way through Bowden with a short run down the 
town’s main street. The torch will arrive at 7:51 a.m. on 
the west end of 20th Avenue and will be carried by 
Wetaskiwin residents Darren Reilly and Bill Anderson 
eastward to the QE II Highway. 

There will be a community get-together at the Lions 
Hall following the relay with hot chocolate as well as 
the opportunity to view artwork created by Bowden 
Grandview School students. 

Jade Prefontaine, a member of the organizing com¬ 
mittee, said the flame will only be in the community 
for a short visit but encourages all Bowden residents 
to come downtown by 7:30 a.m. to ensure they don’t 
miss the relay. Canadian tuques and flags are available 
for purchase at the town office to help locals show 
their colours for the relay.

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Police ask public's help to solve assault

Didsbury RC'MP are 
asking for the public’s 
assistance in finding the 
man responsible for an 
assault at Barley’s Pub 
last October. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson says 
that police have decided 
to release security cam¬ 
era photos of the suspect 
after exhausting all 
avenues in finding the 
individual. 

Jacobson said the 
police had some leads 
early on, including inter¬ 
viewing an individual who 
looked similar to the sus¬ 


pect, but after ruling hint 
out, are now looking for 
more dues. 

The incident occurred 
on Oct. 23 at about 11:30 
p.nt. Police and EMS 
crews were dispatched to 
the pub after local man 
Josh Thompson was 
attacked on the street, 
leaving him with serious 
injuries. 

Police say that earlier 
that evening the suspect 
had a dispute with a cou¬ 
ple of Thompson’s 
friends. After the suspect 
left the bar, Thompson 
went outside to confront 
him. 

Thompson told the 


Courier last October that 
when he went outside the 
pub, the suspect attempt¬ 
ed to run him down with a 
vehicle. The suspect then 
got out of the car and 
started to attack 
Thompson with a blunt 
object. 

The 28-year-old was 
taken to Foothills 
Medical Centre in Calgary 
with a compressed skull 
fracture. He spent four 
hours in surgery as doc¬ 
tors bridged his skull 
back together. He was 
released a short time later 
and is continuing to 
recover. 

Following the attack 


the suspect lied the scene 
in a silver four-door car 
described as possibly 
being a Pontiac Grand Am 
or Grand Prix. The sus¬ 
pect is described as a 
white male in his early 
30s to 40s. He has brown 
hair and is balding, has a 
pock-marked faced with a 
mustache, stands approx¬ 
imately five foot 10 inch¬ 
es tall with a medium 
build and was wearing 
jeans and a grey long- 
sleeved shirt. 

Jacobson says that 
police have begun looking 
outside of Carstairs for 
the suspect. 

“We would have antici¬ 


pated by now that we 
would have identified the 
person if they were from 
Carstairs. We talked to 
numerous people and lots 
of construction workers 
in the area as well in case 
he was a transient and at 
this point and nobody has 
been able to possibly 
identify him.”
